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A citizen out geo-caching shortly after noon on February 25 came across a shocking scene 
along the Holland River, at the 13th Line of Bradford West Gwillimbury: a snowmobile that 
had flipped over, killing the driver. Investigation by South Simcoe Police suggests that the 
snowmobile was southbound on the Holland River when it hit a pressure crack in the ice, and 


Staff Sgt. Steve Wilson could not confirm the time of the crash, which may have occurred as 
early as the overnight hours. "It will be up to the Coroner to determine when he died from his 
injuries.. That determination will not come (until) after a Post Mortem.” 

The victim's identity was being withheld, at the request of next of kin. 

Sgt. Wilson had a warning for snowmobilers: “No ice or body of water is ever completely safe for 
recreational use. It is important for snowmobile riders to be aware of their surroundings at all 
times, as pressure cracks can and will occur “ - especially at this time of year. 


Ag sector faces 
rising costs, 
rising taxes 

High commodity prices, globalization of markets, 
increased land values - the pressures facing 
Ontario farmers are adding to uncertainty about 
the future of farming, and were the focus of this 
year's AgKnowledge Forum, held February 21 at 
The Club at Bond Head by Nottawasaga Futures. 

More than 65 farmers, local politicians and 
community representatives came out to hear panel 
discussions of the Pros and Cons of escalating land 
and commodity prices, and the impact of MPAC’s 
new property assessments. 

Jeff Wilson, a “small fruit and vegetable farmer,” 
was openly jubilant about the increases, in both 
commodity prices and land values. “I think what’s 
going on out there is absolutely fabulous," he said. 

He recently sold his farm, due to ongoing health 
issues, but it wasn’t the fact that he got a good 
dollar for his land that caused the jubilation, but 
the fact that it was purchased by a young farmer, 
with a family and a strong business plan. 

“Is farming a young man’s game? I believe it is,” 
Wilson said. '"Die physical demands from the work 
load - you’ve got to have a strong back. You’ve got 
to be committed, you've got to be dedicated... and 
educated. 

“I see a commitment in the young people, and I 
see their parents encouraging them.” 

As for concerns over debt loads, Wilson said, if 
farmers want “shiny equipment and shiny pick-up 
trucks - what’s wrong with that, if they can afford 
it?... Bring it on!” 

But Nathan Stevens of the Christian Farmers’ 
Federation of Ontario sounded a more sombre 
warning note. The jump in commodity prices, 
especially for com - from $2 per bushel only 7 years 
ago, up to as high as $7 or $8 a bushel last year - has 
been a mixed blessing. 

“We have to recognize we really are in a global 
economy. The drought in the US has a huge impact 
on us - droughts in Australia have a huge impact on

Simcoe County Warden Cal 
Patterson was in attendance for the unveiling, 
and noted, “We have developed a clear vision 
for a food-secured future. It’s one step closer to 


The County of Simcoe has been involved in 
the Charter, but the document was developed 
through partnerships and input from 

communities and organizations, - 

including the cities of Barrie and 
Orillia, Lakehead University, 

Christian Farmers Federation of 
Ontario, Simcoe County Farm 
Fresh, Simcoe Muskoka District 
Health Unit, Simcoe County 
Federation of Agriculture, and 
Food Partners Alliance Simcoe 
County. 

Not policy, it is a guideline that 
outlines the values and beliefs 
of Simcoe County residents 
regarding the food system - 
designed to guide communities, businesses, 
government and non-profit organizations 
towards strengthening the local food system, 
and ensuring regional food security. 

“It's another step toward a fair and sustainable 
food system,” said Kristin Ego MacPhail, of 
Ego's Nurseries. “We all want fresh, healthy 
food for ourselves and our family. Food is not 


only a necessity, it helps define who we are.” 

John Hemsted of Sunnidale Farms, a sheep 
farm located between Barrie and Orillia, said 
he hopes the Charter will educate. The Chair 
of Food Partners Alliance Simcoe County, 
Hemsted said, "A large portion of society seems 
to think food just happens. We want to connect 
people, to understand where the food comes 
from.” 

The Charter identifies challenges that include 
barriers to accessing nutritious food, and 
the challenges facing agriculture - including 
urban sprawl, environmental concerns, rising 

- energy costs, an aging 

workforce, and global 
competition - and 
offers basic principles 
to encourage action to 
meet those challenges. 
The principles include 
equal access to healthy 
food, the celebration of 
food as part of culture, 
and the need to enhance 
business opportunities 
for local producers, and 
to enhance agricultural 
sustainability, environmental responsibility, 
education and skills. 

Individuals, organizations and businesses are 
being invited to endorse the Simcoe County 
Food Charter - engaging to use the document 
as a guide, when making decisions about local 
food and the agricultural system.

Fatal crash on

Top 10 Winter Driving Tips 


CNW - Driving can be daunting 
during the winter months. Slippery 
roads. Black ice. Snow and slush. 

The result can be anxiety and 
frustration for drivers, and danger. 
The Insurance Bureau of Canada is 
reminding motorists to be prepared 

- and offers its Top 10 Winter Driving 
Survival Tips. 

1. Check weather and travel 
conditions before heading out. 

Give yourself extra time for travel 

- and if the weather is bad, wait for 
conditions to improve. If you must 
drive in bad weather, think "caution’; 
plan ahead, and make sure you have 
enough fuel. 

2. See and be seen - clear all snow 
from the hood, roof, windows 
and lights. Clear all windows of fog 
before hitting the road. Top up your 
windshield wiper fluid, and make 
sure wipers are in good shape. 

3. Watch your speed - adjusting 
speed to road and weather 
conditions. When possible, avoid 
passing other vehicles if road 
conditions are poor. 

4. Proper braking is essential - so 

and focus your attention as far 
ahead as possible. Don’t slam on 
the brakes. And remember: Winter 
tires have been proven to increase 
traction in winter driving conditions. 

5. Not all vehicles respond in 


the same way to icy slippery 
roads. Familiarize yourself with 
your vehicle’s braking system and 
tire traction, and handling under 
adverse conditions. If your car skids, 
decelerate by taking your foot off the 
brake - step on the clutch or shift to 
neutral - then look where you want 
your vehicle to go and steer in that 
direction. 

6. Trapped in a storm or 
snowbank? Don’t panic. Avoid 
over-exertion and exposure. Stay in 
your car, but run the motor sparingly. 
Make sure you have fresh air 
circulahon in the car. Keep moving, 
don’t fall asleep, and keep watch for 
other traffic or searchers. 

7. Try to keep to the main roads. 

If the main roads are snow-covered 
and messy, the side roads are likely 
to be in worse condition. 

8. Plan your route, and let someone 
know which way you will be 
travelling, your destination, and your 
expected time of arrival, especially 
when driving long distances. 

9. Drive sober, and avoid 
distractions.
